Thirty-six Miles of Railroad to Be Taken Up 
“ Between Two Days.” € 


A BREAK IN LIVE-STOCK RATES. 

The causes which impelled the Eastern 
trunk line railroads to rescind the rule of 
giving ten days’ notice to shippers when an 
advance is contemplated after rates have 
gone down becomes more apparent every 
day. The reason is that the east-bound pool- 
ing arrangement, both as regards the regular 
freight pool and the livestock pool, has 
proved a complete failure, and in spite of 
the most strenuous assertions of Commis- 
sioner Fink, it is not possible any longer to 
prevent the roads from cutting the rates. 
The agreement of March 11, which provides 
that in case any of the roads is found cut- 
ting the regular rates, any of the competing 
lines will have the right to demand a gen- 
eral reduction of the rates to the basis of the 
lowest special rates, was made for the sole 
purpose of preventing a general break, 
and to enable the New York trunk lines to 
charge on the business coming to Buffalo 
and other Eastern lake ports by the lake 
transportation lines their proportion, based 
on the regular 30-cents rate. This will en- 
able the trunk lines at least to do a profitable 
business, the bulk of which they receive 
from the lake lines anyway during the navi- 
gation season, although their Western con- 
nections may have to suffer. The general 
reduction in rates in case of a cut will also 
have the effect of helping the lines leading 
east from Chicago. It enables these roads, 
whenever they find they are being left by the 
lake lines, to cut the rates, and fill themselves 
up with co ts, as was done a short time 
ago. Then, when it is found the roads have 
secured all the contracts they want, the rates 
are advanced to regular tariff again with- 
out notice, and those shippers who were 
fortunate enough to secure contracts while 
rates were down will have to suffer.

Later in the 
day the same favorable circumstances pre- 
Vailed, and the general expression was, It's 
over now until the June rise comes down.” ‘The 
levee and the bridge were crowded with sight- 
Seersallday. The scene along the wharf is an 
interesting one, and peuple who had been wait- 
ing until to-morrow rushed down in droves 
when the news of the fall began to be talked 
about. The abatement of the water is not such 
as to be noticed, and jhe river in all its glor 
remains to be looked — Towards the scutes 
eru end of the levee the water bas dune little 
addjiuonal damage. In North St. Louis 
the situation remains unchanged. Must of tne 
overtiowed ureas along the south bottom wiil 
from this time forward drain off udually. 
East St. Louis is ro longer thought t. iu any 
danger, unless something entirely ua tod 
sbould occur. It is probable that the Juhe rise 
will not reach a higher stage than is already re- 
corded this year, but it wil take quite a rapid 
tall to prevent the worst effects from being 
realized a the breaks. that occured in Madi- 
son County yesterday and the duy before.

All of 
the inhabitants of Bast Curondelet, with the ex- 
ception of about 100, have abandoned the town. 
Only a dozen houses remain ou dry land. and 
they were in danger of submersjon till the water 
began receding. The new cradle of the Conlogue 
Line has been carried away by the water, and 
the embankment is so weakened in several 
piaces that no train could be run. The narrow- 
guuge lines have a gang of men at work repair- 
ing their tracks where the water washed under 
them. The refugees cuntinue to leave their 
homes fur this side of the river. and many of 
them are living in box-cars and tents. The 
backwater is falling rapidly this morning, and 
many of the houses that suffered least will be 
babitable in a few days.

LORIS MELIKOFF. 


The Rise of the Russian Dictator to 
Power—Whims of the Uzars—How 
Penmen and Dancers Find Favor at 
the Imperial Court—The Attempt on 
the Life of the Chief of the Executive 


Commission. 
New York Evening Post. 


The Emperor Paul, the madman, was wont 
to say. No one is a true lord in Russia ex- 
cept when I address him and during the ti me 
he speaks to me. Since the reign of Peter 
the Great the house of the Romanoffs has 
always endeavored to crush the old Russian 
aristocracy that claimed a more ancient 
origin than their sovereigns, and to build up 
a new nobility upon whose allegiance it 
could thoroughly depend. This new aris- 
tocracy has almost invariably had the mo- 
nopoly of all the high offices of the Empire. 
Nicholas L, the Czar who inaugurated his 
reign by crushing the aristocratic insurrec- 
tion ot December, 1825, as a matter of course 
increased the numbers of the noblemen 
whose titles were “ their own worth and tne 
Czar’s will.” The reasons which sometimes 
have determined the appointment of this 
or that officer have been of the strangest 
nature,—so strange, indeed, as to justify the 
prevailing notion that every Czar has been 
more or less a lunatic. Count Victor Feod- 
orovitch Panin, a grandson of the hero of 
Ponzatscheff, was appointed Minister of Jus- 
tice merely because he was the best penman 
in the Empire. His immense stature, un- 
couth shape, and ungraceful manners had 
caused him to be surnamed The Camel,“ 
and prevented him from gaining much sym- 

thy. After a long and painful career he 

ad been raised to the office of Councillor of

order to give character of unity to the acts 
of the Commission its Chief should be in- 
vested with the rights of Commander-in- 
Chief of St: Petersburg and the adjacent dis- 
trict, and further with the direct control 
over all political trials held in the Capital 
the military district of St. Petersburg, 
throughout the Empire.“ All the local au- 
thorities, Governors, Governors-General, and 
Town-Commanders were placed under the 
urisdiction of the Chief of the Executive 
Jommission, and all the employés in the va- 
rious departments were bound to afford him 
their entire codperation. The head of the 
Commission was at liberty to adopt any 
measure which may appear to him desirable 
for the protection of order, and his orders 
were to be “unconditionally obeyed.” The 
office of Provisional Governor-General of St. 
Petersburg, heid hitherto by Gen. Gourko, 
was abolished; in fact, one might say that 
no other high office now existed, not even 
that of the Chiet of the Third Section, be- 
side that to which Loris Melikoff had been 


appointed. 

Tode first act of the General in assuming 
office was the issue of a proclamation b 
which he declared that he would not hesi- 
tate on one hand to take the most st ent 
measures for the punishment of criminal 
acts, while endeavoring on the other to tran- 
quillize and protect the well-intentioned part 
ot society. The most immediate effect this 
procla produced was an attempt on 
the life of the man who had issued it. On 
March 2, 1880, Gen. Melikoff had been out 
driving, and was returning about 2 o’clock 
p. m. to his house in the Grand Morskaia, o 

t the Protestant Church. He had scarcely 
eft his carriage when a well dressed youn 
man who was loitering in front of the build- 
ing, drew a revolver and deliberately leveled 
it at the General. The ball through 
the folds of his military cloak and the tunic 
and fortunately left him unhurt. Melikoff 
owed his safety to the habit of wearing 
a number of flannels one above the 
other. A very spare man, by no means 

robust constitution, very suscepti- 
changes of temperature, some- 
hondriac on the score of his 
health, he had tried in the Caucasus every 
preservative against cold. This flannel pad- 
ding had proved to be the only wholesome 
remedy against the complaint, and he had 
adopted it. Un this occasion it proved as 
gote as a coat of mail. The assasin took to 
ight, but stumbled over a — * and was 
promptly seized by his intended victim, who 
never for a moment lost his presence of 
mind. The criminal was a converted Jew 
from the Government of Minsk, Hypolite 
25 Wladetski by name, who declared 
that he had made the attempt on 7 ＋＋ pie, 
not for personal revenge. Wladetski h 
been seven days in custody as a character 
suspicious to the police, and had just been 
released through lack of evidence. The re- 
volver with which he committed the crime 
ad been stolen by him from the police offi- 
cer as he was about to be rel W lad- 
etski was summarily tried, sentenced to 
death, and executed within forty-eight hours 
from his murderous attew pt. 

Having the full confidence of Alexander 
IIL. Loris Melikoff still retains his great 
power; but it is very doubtfui that, under 
the circumstances, he will use it to extend 
the liberties of the people. The liberalism 
with which he has been credited by all who 
are well acquainted with him must give way, 
at least for the moment, before the nocessity 
of bringing the reign of Nihilistic terror to 
an end. No constituted Government can, in 
such a case, be awake to any other than this 
necessity. The futute alone will tell with 
whom victory will side. At all events, the 
struggle demands more victims. We would 
be surprised if Loris Melikoff were not one 
of them. MAURICE MAURIS.

LORD NELSON’S DAUGHTER. 


Death of the Hlliegitimate Child of the 
Great Naval Commander. 
London 


Telegraph. 

On Aug. 18, 1805, Vice-Admiral Lord Vis- 
count Nelson arrived in the Victory at Spit- 
head, and, having struck his flag, made his 
way to his home at Merton, in Surrey. The 
greatest of England’s sailors had just re- 
turned from the West Indies, whither, ac- 
companied by a flying squadron, he had made 
an abortive voyage in pursuit of the French 
and Spanish fleets. During his absence the 
channel fleet had been left in command of 
Admiral Cornwallis, and Nelson, baffled in 
his attempt to fall in with the combined 
squadrons of France and Spain, and being 
far from strong in health, gladly sought a 
tew days of repose at his beloved home in 
Surrey. The respit accorded to him was not 
long, but it is certain that the three weeks 
which he then spent at Merton, though in- 
terrupted by frequent visits paid by him to 


in Lady Hamilton's hand, was at last needed 
to support her and achild—falsely supposed to 
have been hers, butin reality daughter 
of another—before, in gloom and poverty, the 
elder life was extinguished in a petty French 
town. But for the explicit statement con- 
tained in the seventh volume of Sir Harris 
Nicholas’ “ Dispatches and Letters of Lord 
Viscount Nelson —to which statement at- 
tention has just been called by Mr. Nicholson 
in a letter to a contemporary—tnere would 
exist no contradiction to the widely-accepted 
belief that Horatia Nelson was the daughter 
of Lady Hamilton. We now know, upon 
the authority of Mr. Haslewood, the confi- 
dential friend, professional adviser, and ex- 
ecutor of Lord Nelson, that the child’s moth- 
er was a lady of high birth, whose name, in- 
deed, was known to Lady Hamilton, and in 
regard to whom, when d at Calais in 1815, 
Lady Hamilton left a written declaration that 
“she was too great to be mentioned.” 

This child of many tears was, according to 
a statement made in 1825 by Thomas Al en, 
Lord Nelson’s trusted body-servant, to the 
Rev. Philip Ward, her husband, born to- 
wards the end of January, 1801, and her 
mother, Mrs. Thompson, died in giving her 
birth. Mrs. Thompson was the sister of a 
merchant at Genoa, and had for her brother 
a Lieutenant in the British navy. One even- 
ing, while Lord Nelson was living at Half- 
moon street and dressing for dinner, a lady, 
who appeared to be very near her confine 
ment and much agitated, called upon him. 
He immediately ordered Allen to call a 
hackney coach and to say nothing to the 
other servants. In company with the lady 
he drove off in the coach and did not return 
for a couple of hours. Lady Hamilton, who 
whatever may have been her faults, had 
a heart as large as Nelson’s own, 
immediately adopted the motherless babe 
born secretly in shame, and throughout the 
miserable vicissitudes of her subsequent ca- 
reer was more thau a mother to the cher- 
ished daughter of Nelson. We need not fol- 
low them through the pitiable records of a 
life which ended in supreme misery at Calais 
in 1815. Sutlice it to say, that when Lady 
Hamilton had passed away, Horatia Nelson 
returned to England, and resided, first in the 
family of Mr. Matcham and then in that of 
Mr. lton, Lord Nelson’s brothers-in-law, 
until the February of 1 when she mar- 
ried the Rev. Philip Ward, then Vicar of 
Tenterden, in Kent, by whom she su 

uently had eight children. Her husband 

ied some years since, and now, in the full- 
ness of years, forgotten and neglected by 
the compatriots of that hero who at Trafal- 
gar made England the undisputed ** mistress 
of the seas.“ the only daughter of Nelson has 
followed her husband to the tomb. Itis so 
humiliating a story that they who now read 
and digest it will be forced to find consola- 
tion, if they can, in the hope that the life of 
Horatia Nelson was less unhappy after 1815 
than it must have been down to that date. 
* With all Lady Hamilton’s faults,—and she 
had many.“ —wrote her adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Ward, “she had many fine qualities, 
which, had she been placed early in better 
hands and in better circumstances, would 
have made her a very superior woman. It is 
but r on my part to say that through 
all her difficulties she invariably, until 
the last few months of her life, expended on 
my education the whole of the interest of 
the sum left me by Lord Nelson, and which 
was left entirely at her control.“ Emma, 
Lady Hamilton who at the age of 30 
married Sir William Hamilton, then ed 
60, was indeed no onary woman. Her 
extraordinary loveliness still lives upon the 
unfading canvas of Romney, who painted 
her man; times, was deeply in love with her; 
but no painter could do justice to the sur- 
pens grace and elegance of her person. 
she was born in a cottage belonging to her 
father, a colliery miner, at Hawarden, a 
name which has since become hag famous 
as being the country home of Mr. Gladstone. 
Let us close the sad volume which tells, not 
only of the boundless suffering and agony of 
those whose history it recites, but also— 
which is far worse—of an extremity of na- 
tional ingratitude at which, it is to be feared, 
England’s enemies will not cease reproach- 
fully to point, so long as her “meteor flag” 
floats triumphantly o’er the deep.

IRISH AFFAIRS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago 

CH AO. May 7.—After quite an effort I have 
succeeded in quieting down the conscientious 
scruples I have had in asking for space in the 
columns or your great and influential paper for 
the mention of a few facts in the current his- 
tory of Irish politics which, so far as I can see, 
have not found their way into the American 
journals. Itisa source ot much anxiety and 
annoyance to the Irish people in this country to 
find day after day the woras and actions of their 
compatriots in the Oid Land grossly misrepre- 
sented by the 122 correspondents of the 
New York papers 

Those malignant falsehoods so persistently 
stated have forced a great many to believe that 
the journals in question are actually subsidised 
by the Britisn Government. One fact, however, 
is clear: that no reliance can be pl in their 
veracity. 

The most trivial agrarian dispute is magnified 
and described asa terrible outrage, while the 
great sufferings of the peasantry are eutirely 
proved. To understand the true state of Ire- 
land you should read the local papers. There 
is no protection for the people. To use the 
words of the Judge of the County Court in 
Kerry in addressing the Grand Jury at the 
Tralee Sessions, as reported in the Kerry Senti- 
nel, q the constitutional liberties of every sub- 
ject are in suspense.” 

Duri the Fenian excitement the Govern- 
meut of Ireland was administered by Larcom 
and the police.“ And it certainly was a reign of 
terror, just as itis now. Nothing was icft un- 
done to exasperate the people and drive them 
to desperation. I have seen a man arrested for 
whistiing a nationa! tune. To-day it is just the 
same. I have seen in a late paper from Ireland 
where two school-children named Tommy Lit- 
ton and Dan Hanrahaa, and ed 7 and 9 years 

tively, were arrested at Neweastle, Coun- 
ty Limerick, for “seditious whistling” in the 
streets. The Magistrate before whom 
they were brought uonhesitatingly dis- 
charged them; but he appears to have 
made no comment on this extraordinary 
proceeding, for he was aware that the police 
were merely carrying out the instructiofs they 
had received from Dublin Castle.

Hussey was * this infamous transaction, ably 
assisted by another land-grabber named George 
Hewson, who, on a division of the spoils, was 
awarded two entire townlands. Hewson is the 
more ignorant and malignant of these two ar- 
cadians, and one of bis first actions on coming 
into possession was to take proceedings to evict 
a tenant named Mr. James E. Leonard. a gen- 
tieman who had rendered great service to the 
tenants in their opposition to Hussey. Mr. 
Leonard was dispossessed, and in a claim 
for disturbunce at the Listowel Land Sessions 
gut a decree fora sum equal to one year's rent!

Old men in his neigh- 
borhood well remember when he falsely swore 
away the liberties of two innocent men, 
brothers named Drury, whom he bad accused 
of baving shot at him. The perjury he com- 
mitted on that occasion has been a curse to bim 
ever since, and, though possessed of riches he 
has no domest happiness. J. L.
